Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Erpinqham  Rural  District  Council : 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decemberj  1956, 

The  estimated  population  has  increased  during  the  year  from 
19^620  to  19? 630. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  of  15*8  per  IjOOO  of  the  estimated 
resident  population  is  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  (15*6)  and  the 
corrected  Death  Rate  of  8*5  below  that  for  England  and  W-les  (11,7), 

Among  infectious  diseases  it  was  a major  year  for  Measlesj  383 
cases  having  been  notified.  Dysentery  (Sonn^  type)  was  again  in  evidence, 
10  cases  being  reported;  no  person  was  severely  ill. 


Geographical  features. 

The  Erpingham  Rural  District  lies  in  North  Norfolk,  being 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  sea  and  on  the  east,  south  and  west  by  the 
Smallburgh,  St,  Faith's  & Aylsham  and  Walsingham  Rural  Districts  respectively. 

The  coast  line  of  some  twenty  miles  extends  from  Mundesley  in  the 
east  to  Cley  on  the  west.  As  far  as  Weybourne  it  consists  of  sandy  cliffs 
and  beyond  it  of  marshland  protected  by  shingle  beaches. 

Inland  the  country  is  for  the  most  part  open  with  much  variety  of 
heath,  woodland  and  land  under  cultivation  and  few  natural  barriers.  The 
climate  is  bracing  and  the  rainfall  low.

No  case  was  reported  of  a maternal  death  occurring  in  association  with 
childbirth. 

In  children  under  one  year  of  age  eight  deaths  were  reported  of  which 
five  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  This  gives  a death  rate  of 
31*1  per  I5OOO  related  live  births  (England  and  Wales  23»8)  in  the  first 
year  of  life  and  a percentage  of  62.5  of  neonatal  deaths  in  the  first  month 
of  life.

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Infectious  Diseases, 


The  Measles  epidemic  which  began  in  the  Autumn  of  1955 
continued  into  1956  and  did  not  finally  subside  until  the  late  summer. 

The  only  other  infectious  disease  which  appeared  in  epidemic  proportions 
was  Sonne  Dysentery. 

The  Measles  occurred  in  most  parishes.  The  incidence  being 
noticeably  lower  in  Holt  and  nearby  villages  where  large  numbers  had  occurred 
in  1955c  The  great  rarity  of  complications  was  commented  on  by  General 
Practitioners  and  there  was  no  evidence  at  School  examinations  of  later 
effects.  The  School  teachers  can  and  do  help  very  considerably  in  the 
prevention  of  Measles  by  sending  cases  of  suspicious  illness  home  and  by 
segregation  of  contacts  of  known  cases. 

Sonne  Dysentery  appeared  in  January  in  Mundesley  where  it 
occurred  also  in  previous  years.  The  ten  cases  notified  are  certainly  an 
under  estimate  of  the  total  incidence.  Experience  elsewhere  in  England 
showed  how  very  persistent  the  carrier  state  can  be.  The  prevention  is  a 
matter  of  scrupulous  attention  to  washing  of  the  hands,  particularly  before 
handling  food  and  after  using  the  toilet. 

Scarlatina  caused  a little  alarm  owing  to  the  sudden  appe  arance  in 
otherwise  healthy  children  of  the  typical  rash.  I have  deliberately  used 
the  old-fashioned  name  since  it  was  associated  with  a benign  type  of  illness 
such  as  v\/e  are  experiencing  d:  present.  The  School  Authorities  now  require 
the  School  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  assess  the  severity  of  such  epidemics 
as  occur  because  automatic  exclusion  of  contacts  is  not  always  necessary. 

Poliomyelitis  was  entirely  absent  from  the  area  until  the  very 
end  of  the  year  when  cases  occurred  in  an  Institution  but  not  within  the  Rural 
District.  This  absence  does  not,  of  course,  imply  that  there  is  a growing 
population  of  susceptible  persons,  or  that  less  fortunate  years  may  be  ahead. 
As  far  as  is  known  individual  susceptibility  varies  from  time  to  tirre  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  depends  on  sub-clinical  infections  to 
any  important  extent.  The  injections  against  the  disease  begaa  to  be  given 
during  the  year  but  it  is  too  early  to  attempt  to  assess  their  effectiveness 
inthis  area, 

Tubercu losis . Twelve  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  nine 
being  pulmonary  and  three  non-pulmonary.  The  case  rotes  corresponding  to 
these  figures  are  0*61  pulmonary  and  0<>20  non  pulmonary  per  1,000  of  the 
population  respectively.  There  were  in  addition  seven  inward  transfers. 

Three  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving  a death  rate  of  0.015  and  0,06 
respectively.

Food  Poisoning.  No  case  was  confirmed  during  the  year. 

Food  & Drugs  Act.  Milk  8.  Dairies  Regulations,  1949.  In  three 
instances  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notices  on  the  owners  of  cows  following 
the  discovery  of  the  organism  of  tuberculosis  in  the  milk.  No  human  case 
followed  in  either  instance. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  47,  Powers  of 
compulsory  removal  to  Hospitals  and  Institutions  were  vested  in  Local 
Authorities  by  this  Act.  It  is  distasteful  for  a Medical  Officer  to  have 
to  involve  a siok  person  in  legal  proceed  ngs,  as  the  Act  lays  downj 
and  it  is  a matter  for  satisfaction  that  the  occasion  so  seldom  arises. 

The  Council,  I knoWj  feels  the  same. 

Food  Hygiene  R.  H.  at  ions . All  premises  where  food  is  handled 

have  been  systematically  isispected  with  reference  to  these  Regulations. 

It  has  been  possible  to  take  a very  fair  advantage  of  the  additional  powers 
given  by  the  Regulations,  It  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  personal 
factor  comes  into  food  handling  and  that  education  in  this  matter  is  the 
basis  of  good  hygiene. 

Anthrax.  The  occurrence  of  anthrax  in  animals  in  the  district 
is  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  No  cose  was  confirmed  during 
1955. 


Slum  Clearance.  The  district  has  been  surveyed  and  a five  year 
programme  arranged.  In  connection  with  this  the  area  is  being  systematically 
inspected  by  a Sub-Committee  of  the  Council  and  the  Council's  officers 
and  an  immense  amount  of  time  and  labour  has  already  been  expended  in 
interviewing  tenants  and  owners;  as  well  as  in  inspection  of  premises. 

On  the  whole  the  term  "Slum  Clearance"  has  seemed  a poor  description  for  the 
work  undertaken  since  it  has  been  rare  to  find  buildings  which  have  not  been 
reasonably  well  maintained.  Ensuing  generations  will,  however;  be  grateful 
for  more  convenient  and  hygienic  living  conditions  which  the  Act  was 
designed  to  ensure.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA, 

As  a result  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  which  came  into 
operation  in  1948.,  Health  Services  are  provided  almost  entirely  by  official 
bodies.  There  is  a limited  amount  of  private  practice. 

The  official  bodies  are  four  in  nui.nbers 


1) ,  The  Morfol.:  Executive  Council.  This  provides  the  General  Practitioner, 

Dental,  Pharmaceutical  and  Ophthalmic  services, 

2) ,  The  Regional  Hospital  Board,  The  country  as  a whole  has  been  divided 

into  regions  and  the  regions  into  areas  for  administrative  purposes. 

The  Erpinghcm  Rural  District  lies  in  the  East  nglian  region  and  the 
Cromer  area.  Cromer  8.  District  Hospital  is  the  General  Hospital  for 
the  area  and  provides  specialist  outpatient  clinics  for  patients  from 
anywhere  within  the  area. 

The  sanatoria  at  Kelling,  near  Holt,  are  also  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  as  are  the  Fletcher  Convalescent  Home  at  Cromer, 
the  Longacre  Maternity  Home  at  West  Runton  and  the  Hospital  Wing  of 
Beckham  House, 

At  present  infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  East  Dereham  Isolation 
and  at  Norwich  Isolation  Hospitals. 

3) ,  The  Courty  Counci.!,  The  County  Council  provides  through  its  various 

departments 

(a)  The  School  Medical  Service.  All  Schools  in  the  area  are  visited  at 
least  once  during  the  year.  At  these  visits  a systematic  e;<amination 
of  entrances  5,  8 and  10  year  olds  and  leavers  is  carried  out? 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  treatment  of  defects  found.  All  children 
previously  found  to  have  defects  are  also  examined  and  any  not 
otherwise  due  to  be  examined  who  appear  to  require  it.  Special  exam- 
inations are  made  of  handicapped  children,  where  necessary  in  their 
homes,  and  of  educationally  sub-normal  children. 

Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  in  Cromer  and  Sheringham 
to  serve  these  towns  and  surrounding  districts. 

Children  not  included  in  a school  for  any  reason  are  also  examined 
at  home.  Examination  is  also  made  of  children  when  transport  to 
school  is  believed  necessary  on  medical  grounds. 

The  Maternity  ^nd  CMld  Welfare  Service.  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are 
held  fortnightly  at  Cromer  and  Sheringham, 

They  are  held  monthly  at  Banningham,  Corpusty,  Edgefield,  Gresham, 

Holt,  Matlaske,  Morthrepps,  Roughton,  Southrepps,  Trimingham  and 
Weybourne.  Voluntary  centres  are  held  at  Aldborough,  Gimingham  and 
Mundesley . 
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(c)  Health  visiting,  nil  children  under  5 are  visited  regularly  in  their 
homes  by  a Health  Visitor*  In  most  cases  the  duty  of  Health  Visiting 
is  carried  out  by  the  local  District  Nurse/Midwife  but  Cromer j the 
RuntonS}  • ylmerton  and  Sheringham  now  have  the  services  of  a full  time 
Health  Visitor* 

Children  over  5 come  under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Nurse, 

(d)  Midwifery.  This  is  performed  by  the  District  Nurse/Midwives  and  the 
General  Practioner-Obstetricians . In  this  district  the  Longacre  Maternity 
Home  is  available  for  confinements  where  domicilary  confinement  is 
considered  undesirable,  as  is  also  Cromer  Hospital, 

(e)  Home  Nursing.  This  is-  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse/Midwives  under 
the  Norfolk  County  Nursing  Association,  who  act  as  agents  for  the 
County  Council. 

(^)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  This  is  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners 
acting  for  the  County  Council  and  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 
In  the  case  of  small  children  facilities  are  provided  at  Infant  Welfare 
Centres . 

(g)  Ambulance  Services.  These  are  carried  out  by  the  St.John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council.
